London. April h. An attempt hy 
the (ierni.tns to press farther south 
a(;ainst the French in the regioo of 
Douaumont, northeast of Verdmi. hi» 
met with repulse and considerable 
los.ses. In the same sertnr, noiH; of 
the Caillette wood, the French have 
continued their progress in drivioK 
back the Teutons. 

The German attack south of DoeatK 
niont w,isiaanrlic(i tin.,t the Fn.-uetl 
tirst lines of defense, but the Freopbi 
raked the advancing Teutons with 
their curtain of fire, machine t'^ms 
and infantry lire, forcing them to re- 
treat in disorder northwest towanl< 
the Chauffour wood. 

An attack by the Germans on tfie' 
town of Haiicourt, northwest "f W r- 
dun, also fadetl, .is likewise did an 
attempt to reach the I Vench trenrhe» 
nearSeppois, in Vosges mountains. 
Elsewhere along the Western front 
tliere have only been re. iprocal liuin» 
bardinents and some mining activity 
on the line held by the British. 

On the Russian front, artillery ao^ 
tivity of the Russian in the lake re- 
gion southeast of Dvinsk his in- 
creased but in general no important 
changes in the positions of the Rus- 
sians and riiTiiiails have taken place.

Th: ~t prarticril nieiuud ol con- 
trolling this pest Is by poisoning. 
Sweet potaioos rut Into small pieces 
have proved to be tlio most effective 
bait. They are prepared as follows: 

Sweet potato bait — Cut sweet pota- 
toes Into pieces about the size of large 
Krapes. Moisten four quarts of these 
and drain off e.\ce88 moisture. Slowly 
sift over them one-eighth of an ounce 
of powdered strychnine (alkaloid), 
using a pepper box or salt shaker for 
tlie purpose, and stir constantly to dis- 
tribute the poison evenly. 

One or two pieces of the poisoned 
sweet potatoes should be dropped into 
the tunnels through the natural open- 
ings, or through openings made with 
a stick. A systematic use of this 
poison Invariably results In an almost 
complete extermination of pine mice. 
These pests arc also easly trapped, but 
owing to the extra time and labor re- 
quired, this method does not compare 
favorably with poisoning.
